says a Communist is not entitled to 
its protection," Phillips declared. He 
spoke in reply to a question by 
Chairman Smith 
(D-Va.) of 
the 


committee investigating the labor 
board and the Wagner labor rela- 
tions act 


Smith had asked whether the 


board took the position that em- 
ployers were 
compelled 
to em- 
ploy communists. 


"Jt is pretty generally knwn, or 
pretty generally believed through 
out the_ country," Smith said by 
way of'Introducing the question, 
"that the Communist party is a 
party whose principle is chiefly to 
foment trouble and to promote rev- 
olution and bring about the same 
lorm of government that exists in 
Russia." 


Speaks "for Self 


When Phillips started to reply, 


Representative Murdock (D-Utah) 
stopped him to inquire whether the 
witness could speak authoritatively 
for the board, Phillips said he could 
not

Phillips told the committee that, 
acting on instructions of Nathan 
Witt, NLRB secretary, he explain- 
ed to Hurley at one point the labor 
board's general instructions gov- 
erning the admissibility of evi- 
dence. 


Subsequently, he said. Hurley 


ruled out testimony which, accord- 
ing to Phillips, would have shown 
that Mike Mischeff, 
an employe 


who had been discharged by the 
Idling company, had engaged in 
Communist activities. 


Edmund M. Toland, committee 


counsel, read into the record NLRB 
documents to the effect that Phil- 
lips participated in the milling 
company hearing as an attorney. He 
said Phillips was acting in tha 
capacity even while giving to th 
trial examiner instructions

The regional director concedec 
that his conduct at the trial exam- 
iner's hearing showed a lack of 
proper separation of the board's 
judicial and prosecuting functions 
in the milling company case, which 
subsequently was dropped because 
of Phillips' conduct at the hearing.

of the most able and forthright men in 
the public eye and merits the badge of 
statesman without doubt or hesitation. 
It is true also that he is a man of great 
mental and physical energy and that his 
20 years in the senate have provided him 
with that practical experience so useful in 
a chief executive. Nowhere in his record 
is there a flaw to be found.

And 
we are bound to record the facts accur- 
ately.

There wasn't even any sil- 
ver in the house. In this day of our 
now effete democracy it would be a blun- 
der to overlook this black record.

ONE WAY OF "MAKING HAY'1 


THE LEGISLATURE * 


AT 


Whether Mr. Cords will eventually be 


penalized as a result of the recent trial 
at Madison may be safely left where the 
question belongs, with the courts. 


But the practice of introducing bills in 


the legislature in the hope or expectation 
of somehow being bought off is neither 
new nor limited to any particular party 
members. 


Until recently, perhaps until now, the 


Small Loan Act has seemed to us the ob- 
ject both of political ^demagogism and 
downright trickery. Long before any evi- 
dence concerning Mr. Cords was made 
public the Post-Crescent had suggested 
that at least some of the proposals to 
amend this act were so rank and odorous 
they must have been introduced to col- 
lect. 


In the "good old days" as soon as the 


legislature convened anywhere from 10 to 
30 one-sided proposed laws injurious to 
the railroads were introduced in the ex- 
pectation that the one who introduced 
them might at least obtain a pass for life, 
or perhaps a good job, or maybe a roll 
of greenbacks, by seeing the light admit- 
ting the error of his ways and asking the 
help of his fellow legislators in dumping 
the measure in the garbage can. 


Now, according to the evidence in the 


Cords' case the accused, who was not a 
member of the legislature, offered to 
accept $1500 "to get rid" of the proposed 
amendment. In our more complicated so- 
ciety of the present day even illegal trans- 
actions become more difficult to follow 
than in the days of our fathers. 


But there is one very bright spot that 


should not be missed m this otherwise 
messy looking affair. The representative 
of the Personal Finance Companies ren- 
dered a double-jointed public service. He 
first told Cords that his companies would 
not pay out "a thin dime" to suppress 
the bill and he next reported what oc- 
curred to the authorities. 


Since a certain form of attack upon 


the Small Loan Act has now become rec- 
ognized as a money-bleeding 
process 


wouldn't it be simpler for all concerned 
to append to the introduction of the next 
similar bill notice of the amount expect- 
ed for its withdrawal and an outline of 
the means to be employed to rush it to 
its doom?

prise, however, was that the price 
came back down virtually to its old 
levels and Cuba was shut out of the 
U. S. market altogether. She could 
not compete with other suppliers of 
sugar if she had to pay the higher 
rate of tariff. Something has to be 
done about Cuba,' 


Discontent flared there. Colonel 


Batista, the semi-dictator, suffered 
reversals at the Cuban polls and the 
Cuban peasantry experienced real 
hardship. 
American 
sugar 
pro- 


ducers are inclined 
to look upon 


Cuba as a foreign nation whose 
troubles are her , own. However, 
Cuba has always received special 
treatment by the United States and 
doubtless always will. Her troubles 
are our troubles, when the thing is 
looked at from the broad view. 


Now the administration does" not

There were attacks in the World 
war, and there have been new at- 
tacks in the present conflict 


Scapa Flow is a body of tail 


water with islands all around it 
It isn't a bay and it isn't a aea ox 
a lake.

raised at Scapa Flow. 
On a journey from London 
to 


Scapa Flow, a person might travel 
northward to Glasgow, then on to 
the extreme northern east of Scot- 
l?nd. There is a point on the Scot- 
tish coast only 12 miles from the 
edge of Scapa Flow. 


Scapa Flow is in the midst of the 


Orkney islands. There are four 
main islands, and 
a dozen smal] 


islands, around it. Two channels, 
each about two miles wide, provide 
a way for heavy warships to enter 
and leave 


Scapa Flow has an area of about 


100 square miles. It became an im- 
portant naval base 25 years ago. 


reat Britain's "Grand Fleet" be- 


jan to use it as headquarters after 
the start of the World war. 


After Germany lost the war, it 


was agreed that the German fleet 
should be "interned" at Scapa Flow. 
jrerman officers and sailors took the 
warships there and then carried 
out a plot They scuttled the vessels, 
so water. would flow in and the 
vessels would sink. Only one battle- 
ship and five light cruisers were 
saved. 


Five years passed, 
and then 


efforts were made to raise the sunk- 
en warships. What a task it was' 
The vessels were lying at depths 
of from 20 to 80 feet 


A floating dock was cut in two 


and the parts were anchored 
at 


either side of the spot where a 
•unken destroyer lay about 20 feet 
below. Divers took down scores of 
:ables, and put them under 
the 


essel 
Then it was brought up by

Other small vessels were raised 


n the same way, but the method 
vas not good for battleships. A 
plan for these was worked out -when 
he 23,000-ton "Von Moltke" was to 
be raised It lay "in 72 feet of water.

Divers went down to plug the 


holes in the sides and bottom of the 
"Von Moltke" Later, 
and with 


great tiouble, they made openings 
in certain places, and 
compressed 


air was forced into the vessel The 
air at last gave enough "lift" to 
bring the battleship to the surface 
still bottom-side up 
It was towed 


ashore, to be broken up for scrap 
iron.
